To the inhabitants of the Town of Acworth, NH in the County of Sullivan in said state, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to bring your votes for Town Officers, and any other questions, 
to the Town Hall on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at 10:00 of the clock in the 
morning at which time the polls shall be opened for voting on Articles | through 5 by use 
of the official ballot, and shall close not earlier than 9:00 of the clock in the evening; 
AND you are hereby notified that discussion and voting on Articles 6-14 shall commence 
at 7:30 of the clock in the evening on the same day, March 8 next at the Town Hall. 


ARTICLE ONE: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 
Selectmen: | for 3 Year Term 
Tax Collector: 1 for | Year Term 
Treasurer: 1 for 1 Year Term 
Local Auditor: 1 for | Year Term 
Trustee of Trust Funds: | for 3 Year Term 
Cemetery Trustee: | for 3 Year Term 
Planning Board: 2 for 3 Year Terms 
Library Trustee: 2 for 3 Year Term 
Budget Committee: 2 for 3 Year Term 


ARTICLE TWO: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Amendment to the Acworth 
Zoning Ordinance (concerning description of the Village Districts) as proposed by the 
Planning Board. Copies of the complete amendment are available for review at the Town 
Office, and will be available the day of voting. The following question will appear on the 
Official Ballot: 

“Are you in favor of the amendment to the existing Town of Acworth Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board? The amendment replaces the existing descriptions of 
the Acworth and South Acworth Village Districts boundaries with the boundaries shown 
on the 2010 Property Maps, produced by Cartographic Associates, Inc.” 


ARTICLE THREE: Do you approve of having 2 sessions for the annual town meeting in 
this town, the first session for choice of town officers elected by an official ballot and 
other action required to be inserted on said official ballot and the second session, on a 
date set by the selectmen, for transaction of other business? 


(The effect of this article, if adopted, would be to allow the selectmen to 
schedule the deliberative session of town meeting on some day other than 
the day of town elections. Article 3 is not an article calling for the adoption 
of the “SB2” Official Ballot Referendum form of town meeting. That option 
is instead being proposed in Article 4.) 


ARTICLE FOUR: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 40:13 (known as SB2) to allow 
official ballot voting on all issues before the Town of Acworth on the second Tuesday of 
March? By petition; Requires 3/5 vote. 


ARTICLE FIVE: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 40:14-b to delegate the 
determination of the default budget to the Acworth Budget Committee which has been 
adopted under RSA 32:14. By petition; Requires 3/5 vote. 


(Article 5, if adopted, will take effect only if Article 4 is also adopted, 
because the “default budget” is a concept which exists only under the 
“SB2” Official Ballot Referendum form of town meeting.) 


ARTICLE SIX: To see if the Town will accept the minutes of the Town Meeting of 
March 9, 2010. 


ARTICLE SEVEN: To see if the Town will empower the Selectmen to serve as pound 
keepers, measurers of wood and fence viewers. 


ARTICLE EIGHT: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE NINE: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate sixty two 
thousand nine hundred dollars ($62,900) for the purpose of purchasing an excavator as 
listed in the 2011 Capital Improvement Plan for the Town. 

The Budget Committee recommends this article. 


ARTICLE TEN: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate sixty thousand 
dollars ($60,000) to be placed in the Highway Equipment capital reserve fund. It is the 
intent of the Selectmen to take up and consider this article only if Article 9 is defeated. 
The Budget Committee and the Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget 
Committee recommended sum of $1,080,226 for general municipal operations with 
$81,000 to be applied to general municipal operations from fund balance. This article 
does not include Special or Individual articles addressed. 

The Budget Committee recommends this article. 


ARTICLE TWELVE: To see if the Town will vote as recommended by the Conservation 
Commission Town Lands Committee and the Selectmen to sell the Onofrio Lot (229-30) 
acquired by tax deed in 1997, located on Cold Pond Road, consisting of five acres, with 
an assessed value of $38,900 and to authorize the Selectmen to proceed with the sale by 
advertising for sealed bids. 

The Budget Committee recommends this article. 


ARTICLE THIRTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to validate the Town’s purchase of 
the Stebbins Road fire pond from Acworth Volunteer Fire and Rescue, Inc. for one dollar 
in 1988 but not voted on by Town Meeting.

2010 Tax Collector’s Report 


Total taxes committed for 2010 amounted to 2,008,573.00. Payments collected on 
12/31/2010 for 2010 amounted to $ 1,829,300 for a collection rate of 91%. 


On January 31“, 2011, I mailed 98 property owners a delinquency notice alerting them to 
the 2011 Lien date of August 1“, 2011. All properties with uncollected 2010 taxes on 
August 1, 2011 will receive a Lien regardless of the amount of taxes. Yes, you can get a 
lien for $1.00 of unpaid taxes. Your tax collector has no authority to forgive any amount 
of tax. Do not forget that if I have to mail out an official lien notification an additional 
charge of $18.00 will be added to the outstanding taxes. 


The unpaid Tax levy of 2008 is scheduled for tax deeding on October 3" 2011. 
In 2010 I executed 42 real estate liens for the levy of 2009. 


In 2010, 13 properties were delinquent on their 2007 liens. I executed 11 tax deeds to the 
Town of Acworth. Ten of these properties consist of land only. One of these properties 
consisted of land and buildings occupied by a taxpayer. This particular taxpayer refused 
to pay taxes, therefore leaving the Town no option but to tax deed. This taxpayer has filed 
suit against me and other parties in the Town in Federal Court. I have no developments to 
report yet. The Selectmen granted me two waivers for delinquent 2007 liens on properties 
which are primary residences with the understanding that weekly payments are made. 
Waivers are issued in the interest of the Town, not in the interest of the individual 
taxpayer, although the two can coincide. The waiver is granted to the Tax Collector. If 
you are delinquent for 2008 do not count on a waiver. 


I am sympathetic to the individual taxpayer who gets into financial difficulty, but I have a 
responsibility to all the taxpayers to keep delinquency at an absolute minimum 


I would like to remind the taxpayers that if a receipt is requested I definitely need a 
stamp. 


Five taxpayers received a corrected tax bill for 2010 and some of these taxpayers had 
trouble with their mortgage company as a result. I apologize for the inconvenience. 
However my relationship is with the person taxed and not with mortgage companies or 
tax services companies, but I try to be very accommodating. 


Finally, if the Town receives property via a tax deed, the previous owner has a right to 
repurchase the property from the Town within 3 years of the date of recording the tax 
deed for all back taxes, interest, costs, and penalty. The penalty is 15% of assessed value 
of property as of date of tax deed adjusted by the latest equalization ratio. 


I have enjoyed working with you and I hope to be your tax collector for 2011 but the 


votes are not counted yet.

2010 Selectmen’s Report 


The Board’s 2010 agendas show a number of issues which required persistent attention. 
The year opened with the resignation of the Town’s Road Agent, the revitalizing of our 
application for funding of the Crane Brook Road culvert project and the prospect of 
adding to the Town Forest by purchasing the Desbien property. 


With guidance from the Local Government Center the Board developed a Highway 
Supervisor description and embarked on a hiring process which included a citizen 
interview committee. David Lacasse was hired in June based on a wide margin of 
confidence from the Board and the committee. In addition to skills brought with him 
Dave sought further training, achieving Road Scholar II certification by December and 
began a comprehensive road, shop and vehicle maintenance program. 


In February the state indicated renewed interest in funding the Crane Brook Road culvert 
project. Town Meeting supported a last minute amendment to the budget and our 2009 
application was updated and resubmitted. The state visited the site in March and Bob 
Odell spoke in the Town’s behalf in June. On December 30 our state liaison presented the 
paperwork for $130,733 grant funding of the $174,311 project. 


Similarly the Desbien property purchase came under discussion in 2009, was voted 
affirmatively at the 2010 Town Meeting and was the subject of an LCHIP application 
filed in July. Grant funding of $46,766 was awarded in November reducing the Town’s 
share of the purchase to approximately $62,000 for 83 acres. 


A number of other issues were resolved: the Town’s solid waste contract with Gobin 
Disposal Systems was renewed at a lower rate; changing health insurance carriers 
resulted in lower premiums; a lapse in LeFevre Ambulance’s service lead to a less 
expensive, single service contract with Golden Cross and the Board was pleased to 
achieve settlement in a legal matter between the Town and R. L. Balla, Inc. 


In the last decade significant change has taken place in the pace and volume of Town 
business. Computerization and electronic communication require increased accountability 
to citizen, state and federal demands alike. In reflection of national tendencies local 
Board decisions are sometimes questioned. Considerable time is put to providing notice, 
opportunity for discussion and documentation of Board processes. It is unlikely that any 
decision pleases everyone but our goal is to have as many Townspeople participate as 
care to and then to move forward with the Town’s best interests clearly in mind. 


In 2011 we look forward to updating Town assessments, preparing our draft Safety 
Program for adoption, completing the Crane Brook Road culvert project and generally 
continuing to maintain and strengthen our Town infrastructure. We hope you will 
participate.

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2010 Highway Department Report 


First I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone for the warm welcome I 
received when I accepted the challenge to become Acworth’s next Highway Supervisor. I 
am finding the position to be very rewarding as well as challenging. 


My first few days were quite overwhelming with the amount of work which needed to be 
completed by winter. I was quickly able to prioritize the long list of tasks and develop a 
plan to help accomplish my goals. 


As many of you noticed the crew and I spent time cleaning the Town barn and grounds 
around the building. This has set a standard of being neat and professional within the 
Highway Department as soon as the crew reports to work. Some of the repairs included 
securing the fuel storage tank, replacing the entry doors and addressing safety and 
compliance issues. 


This year’s road work included much needed mowing, ditch cleaning, culvert 
replacement and tree trimming along Charlestown Road, Luther Hill, Derry Hill, Crane 
Brook Road, Forest Road, Beryl Mountain Road and Cold Pond Road. 


The most notable work, for which we received many thanks, was the culvert extensions 
on Charlestown Road. These repairs have made that road much safer for the school buses 
and other traffic to travel on. 


The mantra for 2011 has been plow, push back and repair. With that said the crew and I 
are eagerly awaiting spring! 


Several large projects are scheduled including finishing the last section of Cold Pond 
Road and replacing two major culverts on Crane Brook Road. 


This year, with the anticipated passage of Warrant Article 9, the Town will own a mini- 
excavator. This purchase will save the Town money in the long run by eliminating the 
yearly rental fees and by allowing us to work creating and cleaning drainage ditches, 
replacing failing culverts and clearing brush roots throughout the spring, summer and fall. 
The roads scheduled for work include, Lynn Hill, Grout Hill, Black North, Heino, Gove, 
Ball, Ryan, Duncan, and Hilliard. 


This year Prescott Trafton has decided to move on to a more challenging position. We 
wish him the best of luck in his new endeavor. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank you for supporting the highway budget and warrant 
article so that we can continue to improve and make safe your roads.

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2010 Trustees of Trust Funds Report 


The Trustees’ first 2010 meeting served as an organizational occasion to elect a 
bookkeeper, John S. Demars; a Chairman, Alston W. Barrett; and to appoint a Recording 
Secretary, Marianne Nevelson. In addition we made our annual review of the investment 
policy and bylaws and discussed anticipated payment requests. 


The Selectmen requested and funded an independent accountant’s audit of the Trustees’ 
2009 financial reports. This was accomplished and provided to the Selectmen by Mason 
and Rich Professional Association for the year ending December 31, 2009. 
Documentation of all financial activities with authorizing minutes and supporting data 
was supplied by the Trustees. 


The Trustees hold meetings as needed or may call a special meeting as beneficiary agents 
request, by voucher, for timely payments from various trust funds. Applicants include 
the Selectmen, Cemetery Trustees, Home Healthcare Hospices and Community Services 
VNA. We also meet to pay Library Trustees by mutual agreement. In 2010 we held five 
regular meetings and two special meetings. 


John S. Demars resigned in late September; this was accepted with regret. John had held 
office since his appointment in 2003. During his tenure we worked continually to bring 
our practices into compliance with established and new statutes. This was a serious 
ongoing education for us. John willingly offered to accept a large share of this work, 
producing draft investment policies and cash flow models, with a firmness of discipline 
regarding meetings and financial accountability. The Town and Trustees will miss John’s 
sharing of professional expertise. The Selectmen voted unanimously to appoint Paul 
Auger to fill John’s unexpired term. We were pleased that the Selectmen took this action 
in a timely manner. A full board of office holders is imperative for seamless continuity of 
the Trustees’ work. 


The Trustees wish to express their sincere thanks for the work done by able volunteers 
with filing of current records, e-mail correspondence, and editing draft proposals. This 
interaction with interested and critical persons allows us to function in a more productive 
manner.

2010 Librarians’ Report 


In 2010 Acworth Silsby Library had 3350 visits from patrons, up 24% from the prior 
year, and welcomed 23 new patrons/families. We had 611 visits for computer use and 
upgraded our internet connection to DSL providing a faster internet connection speed to 
patrons and librarians alike. We have computers for public use as well as a wireless 
connection. Patrons use our computers for a variety of activities such as checking e-mail, 
looking for new jobs, helping with school work, researching hobbies and interests. In 
2010 we were also pleased to have the students from the Acworth Primary School 
visiting the library on a regular basis. 


We continue to add a variety of fiction, non-fiction, children’s books and DVDs to our 
collection on a monthly basis and we are working on the electronic cataloging and bar- 
coding of our collection. In 2010, we completed the adult non-fiction and are now 
working on children and young adult books. As we handle the books, we are also making 
repairs, re-covering and re-labeling the many books which need attention. 


Our annual fundraising events provide additional funds to purchase new books. The 2010 
Book Sale in August was very successful and we thank all those who participated by 
either donating or purchasing books. We will be accepting donations of books in the 
month of July as we prepare for the 2011 sale. The Arts and Crafts Sale is held in early 
November is now a Library tradition. It is a day full of fun with lots of vendors, shoppers, 
food, and prizes that also provides book purchasing funds. 


We are an active member of the Nubanusit cooperative, which provides a collection of 
movies and audio books rotating bi-monthly among 23 local libraries. Patrons borrowed 
171 Nubanusit items during 2010. Inter-library loans (ILL) continues to be a popular way 
for patrons to read books not owned by our Library; a total of 450 books circulated last 
year.

The new Children’s Room on the lower level was completed this year. The Reading 
Room has been restored to its original use and has new shelves to hold art, poetry, essay, 
gardening and nature books. There are comfortable chairs for reading as well as a table 
and chairs. Two wonderful paintings by Jerry Pfohl are on display. The Bird Room has a 
large new bookshelf for a permanent collection of literature and classics. Both rooms and 
the front entry have been repainted in colors appropriate to the building. 


We will complete work on the new Historical and Genealogical Room very early in 2011. 
This will give us much needed space for our collection of Town histories and historical 
documents, with ample space for research work. 


The ongoing renovations have been made possible through donations, grants and Library 
savings. It has been our goal to accomplish all of this without adding to Acworth’s tax 
burden. Our very sincere thanks go to all those who helped us with this project. 


The windows and exterior trim were repaired and painted. The slate roof was inspected 
and repaired where necessary. 


Income received in 2010 totaled $41,362.19 from the following sources: Town 
appropriation $27,550.00; donations for the basement renovation project $4,690.72; 
grants for the renovation project $4,000.00; trust fund income $2,208.37; revenue from 
book sales $1,460.04; fundraisers $975.00; craft sale and copier/printer income $290.26; 
unrestricted gifts $175.00; savings and CD interest $12.80. 


Operating expenses for 2010 totaled $42,607.63 expended as follows: payroll and taxes 
$18,612.96; building renovations/repairs $13,554.46; books/periodicals/audio/video | 
$3,585.02; utilities $3,218.75; fees/supplies and other $1,902.26; grounds care $880.00; 
heating system $854.18.

2010 Acworth Cemeteries Report 


After several years of work in 2010 we completed most of the repairs to monuments in 
the Old Hill Road Cemetery. There still remains a number of smaller individual 
monuments that need attention but this year marks the completion of the primary repair 
effort. 


This year we were able to make repairs to two of the large obelisks in the Batchelder Nye 
Road Cemetery and we hope to continue the much needed work in that cemetery. We are 
most grateful to Trustee John Putnam for the creation, gift and installation of the 
handsome new sign that identifies that cemetery. 


This year we also were able to complete brush removal in the northwest corner of the 
New Hill Road Cemetery. The brush and young tree growth along the interior boundary 
walls of that cemetery is significant and will require several more seasons of effort. We 
were able to offset a small portion of our costs by selling some of the resulting firewood. 


We have continued to do tree work on the large maples in the Old Hill Road Cemetery, 
removing damaged, dead or weakened branches, beginning on the west end of the north- 
most driveway, as well as a storm damaged tree on the south boundary. The trees are very 
old, very large and contain dead wood so the process will continue by addressing the 
most threatening problems first. 


This year we have revised burial practice policies and hope to have a public hearing on 
the new draft regulations in early May 2011. The draft will be available at the Town’s 
website and on www.acworthian.org; public comments are welcome. 


Next year we will miss the presence of Jane Esslinger on the Board of Trustees. We wish 
to thank her for her work as secretary and for her unwavering support of efforts to 
improve the appearance of our cemeteries. We are also very pleased to welcome Helen 
Frink to our Board.

The noteworthy events for us this year were the three medical emergencies that required transport 
by the DART helicopter, and the forest fire in the Gove and Coffin Hill area. In the latter case, the 
remoteness of the fire and the dry Summer meant that this persistent fire was especially difficult to 
extinguish. The one structure fire in town was extinguished before the fire could spread much 
beyond the roof and attic area. 


On a happier note, we enjoyed being able to see many townsfolk at Old Home Day, where we 
managed the food concession, and at our own Open House this Fall. And in October we once again 
spent time at the Acworth School for a little fire safety training with the students.

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2010 Planning Board Report 


In addition to its monthly business of processing driveway permits and lot changes the 
Planning Board has continued to refine and update the Town’s planning regulations and 
ordinances. 


The data collected with grant funding from the Housing and Conservation Planning 
Program was presented to Townspeople in January. Existing housing was illustrated 
along with projections of future housing potential based on current zoning. Map overlays 
depicted natural and historic resource locations. The data was provided to the Town in 
disc and hard copy and filed with the state’s Office of Energy and Planning. In 2011 the 
maps will be incorporated into the Master Plan fulfilling the requirement that master 
plans be updated regularly and guaranteeing that the data remain an accessible planning 
tool. 


In February the possibility of working with the Town’s tax mapping company, 
Cartographic Associates, Inc. (CAI), on clarifying the South Acworth Village District 
description came under discussion. CAI developed descriptions of both village districts 
which follow the lines which were applied to the tax maps in 2005 and have been in use 
by town boards since then. The Planning Board agreed that for consistency treating both 
districts similarly would provide the greatest clarity going forward. The language of the 
descriptions was reviewed by Town Counsel in October and went to public hearing to 
little comment. 


The Board’s work in 2009 updating the Nonresidential Site Plan Review Regulations 
(NRSPR) was tested in 2010 with the application by Bascom Maple Farm for a 
significant addition to the Farm’s maple production facility. The process provided a 
successful format for the Town and the applicant to engage in productive dialogue. The 
opportunity to apply NRSPR to the Allstone Quarry (AQ) came under discussion in 
response to AQ’s interest in adding on-site crushing to its operations but the Quarry 
received permit renewal from the state’s Department of Resource and Economic 
Development without any change in its stated activities. 


Over the year the Board met with property owners interested in wind mill installation, 
held two public hearings concerning tree cutting on scenic roads, conducted a Joint 
Boards meeting and worked with Scott Luther Houghton to provide the Select Board and 
Budget Committee with an update of the Town’s Capital Improvements Program for use 
in budget development. The question of second dwellings on a parcel was discussed 
without consensus. 


Planning Board meetings are open to the public.

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2010 Acworth Conservation Commission 


Annual Green-Up Day First Saturday in May: Many volunteers picked up litter along 
Acworth’s roads and took the collected trash to the transfer station where other volunteers sorted 


out cans and bottles for recycling. Thank you to all who participated and to Jim Jennison and 
Frank Emig at the Transfer Station for their help. We'd also like to thank all who regularly pick 
up litter along Acworth’s roads during the year. Thank you to NH the Beautiful for providing blue 
trash bags for our use this year; we participated in their campaign and survey and were rewarded 
with a gift of 400 daffodil bulbs. We packaged 10 bulbs to a bag, distributed some and left the 
rest at town hall for residents to take. 

Monthly review: DES Applications for Wetlands Permits, Shoreland Protection Permits, Intents 
to Cut and other items forwarded to us by the Board of Selectmen. 

Conservation Easement Review: Conservation Commission members walked the Clark, Moody, 
Pierce Brook, and Roy easement properties and reviewed the logging plan for the Pierce Brook 
easement. The commission continues to be concerned with the condition of the gravel pit area of 
the East Acworth Wetlands. Our members monitor the area and periodically clean up litter, spent 
shells, and debris. The Society for Protection of NH Forests has reported these unsightly 
conditions at the Acworth Wetlands and we ask anyone using this area to please help keep it 
picked up. We have an obligation to keep this protected area clean and will continue to monitor 
the situation in 2011. 

Desbiens Property Acquisition Project: In 2009, Richard and Jane Desbiens offered the town 
the opportunity to purchase an 83 acre parcel with the stipulation that a permanent conservation 
easement be placed on it. The property, located on the east end of Crescent Lake Rd along the 
Lempster boundary, abuts the Gove Town Forest. The commission voted unanimously to make 
acquiring this property a priority, with the intent of adding it to the existing Gove Forest easement. 
At the 2010 Town Meeting, citizens voted to raise and appropriate $138,500 for the purchase price 
and transaction costs associated with acquiring the property. With this positive vote, the 
Conservation Commission spent the year working to obtain additional outside funding for the 
purchase and was awarded a NH LCHIP grant for $46,766. A total of $75,433 has now been 
raised through grants, private contributions, and the Conservation Commission’s LUCT Fund 
allocation of $15,000. We are pleased that we will be able to complete this purchase using less 
than half of the dollars appropriated by the town. A Purchase and Sales Agreement was signed 
with the Desbiens in December 2010. The plan is to complete the purchase by July 2011. 
Acworth Town Forests Report: The Gove Town Forest and the South Acworth Town forest are 
managed by the Conservation Commission with support from our Town Forester, Peter Rhoades. 
In the spring of 2010 a cleanup of ice storm debris in the Gove lot yielded $970. Due to the poor 
market for timber, it was determined that we would not schedule a full cut for 2010. The total 
yield from timber cuts since 2000 is approximately $85,000. Both Town Forests are managed for 
timber production, wildlife habitat, watershed protection, and outdoor recreation. Ongoing 
boundary research continues in the South Acworth Town Forest. 

Water Quality: The commission shared costs with the Unity Conservation Commission for the 
May, July, and Sept. water quality monitoring tests of Crescent Lake and continues to be involved 
with the Cold River Local Advisory Committee on their annual water quality monitoring and other 
projects related to the Cold River.

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2010 Crescent Lake Association Milfoil Committee Report 


A hot, dry summer made for a busy season for our Lake Hosts. We inspected 476 
boats which were found free of exotic plants. The usual water tests were performed 
three times by volunteers, plus two additional tests for chloride. These chloride tests 
were done to establish a base line for future testing. Volunteers also donned wet suits 
and snorkels in June to do a visual inspection of the lake bottom. 


The Lake Host program not only protects the water of Crescent Lake but also provides 
summer employment for five Acworth/Unity property owners. All this is made possible 
through the financial support of the Towns of Acworth and Unity, a grant from NH Lakes 
Association, and the Crescent Lake Association members. Members donated through 
their association dues, personal donations, and participating in a lake-wide yard sale in 
August. 


We are very grateful for the support received from Acworth and Unity in this difficult 
economic period.

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2010 Cold River Local Advisory Committee Report 


The Cold River Local Advisory Committee (CRLAC) consists of members nominated by 
the Select Boards from the Cold River Watershed communities of Acworth, Alstead, 
Langdon, Lempster, and Walpole and appointed by the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services (NHDES). 

These representatives volunteer their time to help municipal boards and residents monitor 
the natural, cultural, scenic and scientific resources of the Watershed. The CRLAC also 
reviews river corridor projects needing state and federal permits and evaluates water- 
related issues of local and statewide significance. 

CRLAC ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 2009 

Municipal Conservation, Planning & Post-Flood Issues 

e Assisted residents/boards/business owners with the resolution of a variety of 
potential water quality degradation issues. 

e Supported local and state efforts to fund stream restoration projects in flood- 
damaged areas and to develop partnerships with federal wildlife officials for 
habitat improvements. 

e Assisted the Lake Warren Association 1n obtaining funding for the development 
of a sub-watershed management plan. 

e Worked with a town consultant for the stabilization work done on Warren 
Brook. 

e Partnered with the Town of Alstead to develop a management plan for Vilas 
Pool. 

Workshops, Events & Education 

e Completed the installation of “Designated River Signs” for the River. 

e Participated with New Hampshire Fish and Game in stocking the Cold River 
with 100,000 salmon fry. 

Water Quality and Quantity Monitoring 

e Completed the eighth year of our voluntary sampling program, including ? 
routine and ? additional water quality monitoring events on the Cold River and 
its tributaries. 

e Analyzed for pH, dissolved oxygen, conductivity, turbidity, temperature, river 
height, bacteria, and nitrogen and phosphorus compounds. 

e Applied for and received DES funding for additional analyses.

e Proposed the appointment of the Lake Warren and Crescent Lake Associations 
as Associate Members of the CRLAC. 

e Regretfully accepted the resignations of Richard Morrison and Susan Lichty.
